and be bound over in the penalty of 1200 
dollars« during the term of two years, for 
his good behavioar^-him felf in the fum of 
lix Hundred, and to find two fecuritjes for 
*three hundred dollars each* 


* W e hope and truft that this profecution 
Way have the delìred eftcél, in dtterring 
others from any attempt to violate the laws 
of our country— under which banner, re ft 3 
all that is dear to us. 


Judge Chafe, when about to pafs fentence 
dn M r. Calender, oblVrved, that his oftence 
again ft the laws was great, and that it was 
aggravated by its having been wilfully com- 
m itted.

HE ti i al of fam es Thompson Callender, 
for Sedition,took place on Tuetdaytaft 
in the Circuit Court of the United States. 
This bring the hi ft inilance of the kind in 
this ftate, it excited great curiofity-—the 
room was thronged with I pc viators from 
every quarter. 
Fhe trial was opened at ten 
o'clock, and continued till fix, when the 
jury retired, and after tome deliberation 
brought in a verditf— Guilty, 
s 
The (Wttecding day at to o'clock the 
traveler appeared at the bar to receive hit 
fentence. 
J adge Chase, after making tome 
•bfervatkms upon the dangerous confr- 
quences that mail refuft from a difobedience 
to the laws ; and recommending mort fcri- 
oufty, the conftitQtional mode of redrefs, 
whereby a law might be deemed a griev­ 
ance, addrefled himfelf to the prifoncr, to 
inform him of the determination of the 
Court-—which was, that he be fined in the 
tom of zoo dollars, impi ifoned nine months, 
and be bound over in the penalty of 1200 
dollars, during the term of two years, for 
his good behaviour—-himfelf in the tom of 
fix hundred, and to find two tocur.ties for 
Three hundred dollars each. 
1 W e hope and truft that this profecution 
may have the dciired eftefl, in dtterring 
others from any attempt to violate the laws 
of our country— under which banner, reft* 
ail that is de \r ta us. 
Judge Chafe, when about to pais fentence 
On M**. Callender, obfervcd, that his offence 
againfl the laws was great, and that it was 
aggravated by its having been wilfully com­ 
mitted. 
He told Mr. Callender that he 
Teemed to be a man of tome information, 
and by no means dwftitute of good under­ 
funding— that with thcfe, be muff have 
known that Mr. Adams wa* far from de­ 
serving the tliara&er which he had given 
him ; that it w ast fad! generally known and 
of which Mr. Callender could not plead ig­ 
norance, that th* American people had re­ 
peatedly confided their mort important con- 
> et ms ami deareft intkrcfts to Mr. Adams— 
that he was one of the principal cara&ers in 
the revolution, and had adied a moll con- 
pinion* p irt in carrying it on : that Con- 
;?vD knowing his virtue, abilities and patri­ 
o t s , aftor hiving ftieceftfuHy employed 
him in other very important bufinefs, ap­ 
pointed bimas a mmiftcr in coftjun&ion with 
two others, to make the Treaty which ter­ 
minated the war and efttbliftied our inde­ 
pendence ; and that the belt parts of that 
treaty of peace were to be ifbribW to Mr. 
Adams, whole condudl was to greatly mil- 
reprefented, and to Mr. Jay, whofecharacter 
in this part cf the union, has. been to blame­ 
ful! v vilified— that thefe-lvere fa&t which 
he would mention, becaufe he furpwdcd they 
were not generally knodm in Virginia—- 
That Conrrefs highly approved of tire eon- 
dud! of Mr. Adams in that negotiation— 
that the people of America having increaf- 
ed confidence in him, clefted him Vice- 
Prefident when the prrlent conftitution was 
adopted, and re-eleftud him thereto—-and at 
laft cbofc him to the eminent rtatioii he now 
occupies. 
Hr a fifed if it was poflible for 
any rational mir.d to believe fuch a man 
guilty of the atrocious crime laid to hi- 
charge by the traverfer ?— To believe fuch 
an acetation was, he faid, an attack upon 
the people themfelves—for that it wasfrlf 
evident, that an intelligent (hanger, who 
would tead thefe fevcre charges and believe 
them, mud unavoidably think, that the pro. 
pie who had clefted to to dignified a Ration 
to abandoned and infamous a character, 
trmft be depraved and wicked themfelves— 
that no people could be virtuous, who were 
capable of promoting fobafe and profligate 
* perfcm!—But that the troth was that Mr. 
Adams had been long deferving well of his 
country ; that in venous important fitua- 
tious he had been thirty years in its fervice, 
which never would hive been the cafe rf rhe 
abandoned cbanAer aft ribed to him by Mr. 
Callender had been merited.— That though 
Callender could not trave bfen pferfonally ac- 
onaiored with him, yet he hid ample means 
' f information, he m ift have defaced him 
wilfully. 
Judr* Chafe tlren drew the true diftmc- 
tion b *w .’n rh* licentioufnefs, and tire 
liberty of tin prrfs ; and expaYiatefl largely 
on the fitiiity < f the !attrr 1 It was true that 
dcfpot'f’M coaid W e exrft where the liberty 
of the pre fit was en joyed ; hut that tfiere 
n*a» a great diff-rtnce between the liberty 
end the abufe ar lircijtioufncf* of the prcfs s 


— that the licentioufoefi of the prcfs woulil 
aloft certainly deftroy any government, and 
particularly a republican form of govern­ 
ment— that it would corrupt the public 
opinion, aud deftroy the morals of the people; 
and that on public opinion and the principles 
of morality and virtue, a republican govern* 
mcnt was founded— that undoubtedly the 
liberty of tfie prefj might be enjoyed in th* 
fill left extent to every rational and valuablo 
purpofc, without 
its liccntioufneis. 
Ii 
calumny, defamation, and Talfebood were to 
ba indiscriminately tolerated and encouraged 
it would reduce virtue to the level of vice, 
and no man however upright bis conduit, 
could be fecure from dander*—there would 
be no encouragement to integrity 
that 
the liberty of the prefi confifttd to the un- 
reftratned but lair difcuIlion ut principles 
and conduit, and would never be laid lo 
confift in recuring impunity to wilful aud 
malicious dandered. 
It was to be lament­ 
ed, that this doctrine was not futSciently 
underftood by primers— that tome of tho 
heft of them Teemed to miffakc the Been* 
tiouliiefs for tire liberty of the prefs.-—iT a t 
Callender avowedly for aa electioneering 
purpofe, had afcribedto Mr. Adams aworto 
character than the word tninifttr of tho 
word of tyrants, had— there he reprefented 
him iii blacker colours than Scjanus himfelf. 
He then reminded him that as a foreigner 
he found an afylum in this country— that 
he had been treated with hofpitality and 
kindnefs, and ought not in return to have 
detained tome of the heft characters in the 
country, aud^to* diffenfions, dilcontntt, 
and difcord among the people 2—-that his 
conduct would be much more (overfly pun* 
ifticd in any other civilized country thai) 
this ; that the fentence which the court was 
about to pronounce, would (hew the mode* 
ration of the government, and how, ratujfr 
more mild and temperate its principles, than 
thofe of other governments. 
He recom­ 
mended to the traveler tmpurtoe a different 
conduct for the future, and told him that 
the government of the United States, did 
not wi(h to punifti or opprefs but to enforce 
obedience to juft laws made by the remefeo* 
tatives chofen by the people themfelves— 
that thf*re was but two ways of remedying 
the evils of bad laws, to petition thofe whp 
made them to repeal them, or to remove 
thofc representatives, andchoofc better men 
in their (lead— that bad fenators, memocrs 
of the Houfe of Repre fen tat Ives, or a cor­ 
rupt judge, ce afd be confit tutionaliy remov­ 
ed. 
He lamented that there was a proprn- 
iity in the human mind to approve of defa­ 
mation. 
Many high characters Would per* 
tnit the circulation of the vileft ll arider, 
without contradiction— they would not com - 
maud or direct the propagation of the (land­ 
er, but tluy would liften to it without con­ 
tradicting it— men might have their motives 
for fuch conduct, but it was improper.
